ABOARD USS FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT— 
At 5:30 this morning a call to hattle stations 
sounded over the ship's loud speaker. 
I fum ­ 
bled my way on deck in my pajam a« . On the 
way I looked in toe galley and asked the Filipino 
me« « boy: 
“ What s to e alarm for?“ 
“ Thi* is exercise in case of war.** 
“ What are you dom gA” 
“ Making coffee.” 
• “ Don’t you have to go on deck and fight?” 
“ Laser. Men need coffee in case of war too.” 
The M editerranean was warm and balmy in 
the early grey dawn, not a ripple, much too 
pieasant for war. 
Shadowy figures passed me 
in the dark, going to hattle stations. 
Close by 
they manned a 3-inch 
gun. 
Some o f them looked 
groggy for lack o f sleep, and 1 learned later 
that they had

The 3-inch guns below me began pointing up, 
down, fore and aft, as at an appproacnm g enemy. 
On the flight deck a jet sky-raider w arm ed up, 
felt the jerk of the cafapault and roared off 
the ship to watch for enem y planes.
